22. (New) A hand power tool as defined in claim 1 1 ; and 
further comprising sleeves mounted on said mounting part and on said 
gripping part correspondingly and providk) with discs, said safety element

23. A hand power tool as defined irrsclaim 11; and further 
comprising two sleeves mounted on said mounting part: amd on said gripping
